To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Borough  of  Derby. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year  1917,  this  being  my  Tenth  Annual  Report 
and  the  41st  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  the  interests  of 
economy,  the  Report  has  been  much  condensed. 

The  records  for  the  year  are  satisfactory  in  some  respects,  and 
unsatisfactory  in  others.  The  satisfactory  features  may  be  sum- 
marised : 

(a)  The  death-rate  shews  a reduction  of  over  one  per  thousand 
as  compared  with  the  year  1916. 

(b)  For  the  first  time  for  thirty  years  there  was  no  death  from 
Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year ; there  was  also  no  death  from  Enteric 
Fever  among  the  civilian  population. 

( c ) It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  work  of  the  department 
has  been  carried  out  in  its  normal  entirety,  in  spite  of  greatly 
reduced  inspectorial  staff.  It  might  be  mentioned  that  fourteen 
members  of  the  staff  (inspectorial  and  clerical)  are  now  on  war 
service. 

The  unsatisfactory  features  of  the  Report  are:  — 

(a)  The  very  low  birth-rate  of  1 8- 3 per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation. This  is  2-2  per  thousand  lower  than  that  for  1916,  and  is 
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the  lowest  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Borough.  The  low  birth- 
rate more  than,  cancelled  the  improved  death-rate,  with  the  result 
that  the  natural  increase  of  population  was  144  less  than  that  in 
1916. 

(6)  The  increased  illegitimacy  rate,  and  the  very  high  infantile 
mortality  in  illegitimate  children,  this  latter  being  practically  three 
times  that  among  legitimate  children. 

(c)  The  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  which  occurred  (chiefly)  in 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year  and  caused  55  deaths. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  Department  has  centred  on  Infant 
Welfare  during  the  year,  and  I have  to  report  the  establishment  of 
an  additional  Welcome  in  connection  with  the  Derbyshire  Nursing 
Institution  on  London  Road.  The  “ Baby  Week  ’ celebrations  and 
the  highly  successful  Mothercraft  Exhibition  are  referred  to  in  the 
Report  on  pages  S'o 

Special  attention  was  also  given  to  the  laboratory  recognition 
of  Venereal  Diseases,  and  to  the  treatment  of  these  conditions.  It  is 
possible  now  for  anyone  to  obtain  early  treatment  under  conditions 
of  secrecy,  and  it  is  hoped  that  very  many  serious  consequences  of 
neglect  or  maltreatment  of  these  diseases  may  be  to  a great  extent 
obviated. 

Special  reference  may  be  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W. 
Wilkinson,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  town,  a position  which 
he  held  for  upwards  of  27  years.  Mr.  Wilkinson  died  literally 
“ in  harness,”  being  the  third  member  of  the  male  inspectorial  staff 
to  die  while  in  full  work  in  the  past  six  years.  Mr.  Wilkinson  was 
a most  capable  and  efficient  Inspector,  thoroughly  conscientious  and 
reliable,  and  during  his  long  association  with  the  department 
initiated  and  supervised  many  sanitary  improvements. 
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As  the  result  of  Mr.  Wilkinson’s  death,  re-organisation  of  the 
department  took  place,  mainly  on  the  lines  of  unification  of  control 
and  the  transference  of  the  Ashpit  Department  to  the  charge  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor. 

Brief  reference  may  be  made  to  the  speciai  work  connected  with 
the  war  which  has  devolved  upon  the  department.  This  work 
included  inspection  of  meat  killed  for  the  Army  in  the  Corporation 
slaughter-houses,  inspection  of  premises  on  which  food  is  prepared 
for  the  troops,  enquiry  into  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  including 
tuberculosis,  among  the  troops,  the  care  of  tuberculous  soldiers  in 
the  Sanatorium,  the  notification  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  between 
the  ages  of  16  and  45  to  the  Army  Authorities,  the  disinfection  of 
infected  and  verminous  clothing,  bedding,  billets,  etc. 

The  thanks  of  the  department  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Wood  for 
the  use  of  Ley's  mess-room  for  the  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcome, 
to  the  Society  of  Friends  for  a similar  privilege,  and  to  the  Free 
Library  and  Art  Galleries  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  lecture- 
room  of  the  Carnegie  Library  at  Alvaston  for  a like  purpose. 

Testimony  may  be  paid  also  to  the  work  of  my  medical  col- 
leagues, as  well  as  to  the  admirable  way  in  which  both  the  clerical 
and  inspectorial  staffs  carried  out  their  increased  duties  during  the 
year. 

I have  again  to  record  my  special  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  his  ever  ready  advice  and  support,  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  kind 
consideration.

(96%)  were  notified.  The  birth-rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  the 
Borough. 

Still-births. — The  number  of  burials  of  still-born  children  in  the 
Derby  Cemeteries  during  1917  was  96,  or  thirteen  less  than  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  ordinary  burials  was  1,545,  making 
a total  of  1,641.  The  percentage  of  burials  of  still-born  children 
to  the  whole  is  5- 9.

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  1,752, 
as  compared  with  1,844  in  1916;  of  these  1,752  deaths,  188  were 
strangers,  and  there  were  18  deaths  of  Derby  residents  registered 
outside  the  Borough,  making  a net  total  of  1,564.  The  net  death- 
rate  therefore  from  all  causes  was  13-4,  as  compared  with  14*6  in 
1916.

(A)  INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  Derby  during 
1917  numbered  220,  a rate  of  94-3  per  1,000  births. 

The  infantile  mortality-rate  of  94-3  per  1,000  births  is  the  fifth 
lowest  rate  recorded.  The  average  infantile  mortality  for  the  past 
five  years  has  been  94 -5  per  1,000  births. 

Table  II.  gives  details  of  the  causes  of  death  of  220  children 
under  the  age  of  one  year.

The  death-rate  amongst  the  breast-fed  children  is  39  9 per  1,000 
births,  as  compared  with  156-2  per  1,000  among  those  hand-fed  and 
149"8  per  1,000  amongst  those  only  partly  breast-fed.  It  is  import- 
ant also  to  note  that  not  only  is  this  marked  difference  to  be  seen 
in  the  general  death-rate,  but  in  every  classification  there  is  the 
same  result,  the  death-rate  is  invariably  lower  among  the  breast-fed 
children , 
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(B)  MORTALITY  AT  OTHER  AGES. 

Age=period  1—5  (156  deaths). 

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  a large  number  of  deaths, 
Measles  causing  48  deaths,  Whooping  cough  caused  18  deaths, 
Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  caused  27  deaths,  and  Diphtheria  9.  Bron- 
chitis (30),  and  Pneumonia  (29)  were  likewise  very  fatal  diseases. 
Tuberculous  diseases  other  than  Pulmonary  were  the  cause  of  13 
deaths.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  this 
age-period.  There  were  6 deaths  from  Violence  (4  as  the  result  of 
burns  and  scalds,  and  2 found  drowned  in  the  canal). 

Age=period  5 — 15  (60  deaths). 

The  chief  contributing  causes  of  death  were  Tuberculous  diseases 
9,  Violence  8,  Measles  7,  and  Diphtheria  6 (4  of  the  deaths  from 
Violence  were  due  to  burns  and  4 to  drowning). 

Age=period  15 — 25  (57  deaths). 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  the  most  dangerous  ailment:  17 
deaths  were  assignable  to  that  cause. 

Age=period  25—45  (159  deaths). 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  also  the  most  dangerous  disease  in 
this  age-period,  causing  59  deaths. 

Age=period  45 — 65  (373  deaths). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  68,  Heart  Diseases  43, 
Bronchitis  35,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  30,  and  Pneumonia  (all 
forms)  30. 

Old  Age  (539  deaths). 

In  the  declining  years  of  life  Bronchitis  105,  Heart.  Diseases  45, 
and  Cancer  41,  were  the  chief  causes  of  death. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  262  of  the  1,564  deaths 
registered  during  1917,  175  deaths  being  due  to  Bronchitis,  and  87 
to  Pneumonia.  Bronchitis,  as  in  the  four  preceding  years,  heads 
the  list  of  causes  of  death  during  1917,  Cancer  with  121  deaths 
coming  next  in  order.  (For  age  distribution,  see  Appendix  II.). 

Influenza. — According  to  the  death  returns  13  deaths  were  due 
to  this  cause  in  1917.  The  age  grouping  is  given  in  Appendix  II. 
The  ward  allocation  was  Arboretum,  Bridge,  Dale,  and  Rowditch,

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause  in  Abbey, 
Babington,  Derwent,  Friar  Gate,  King’s  Mead,  Markeaton,  and 
Pear  Tree  Wards. 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease. — Cancer  or  some  variety  of 
malignant  disease  was  held  responsible  for  121  deaths,  as  compared 
with  129  in  1916.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  below  the 
age  of  15  years,  two  between  15  and  25  years,  10  between  25  and  45, 
68  between  45  and  65,  and  41  at  ages  65  and  upwards.  Babington 
Ward,  with  13  deaths,  shewed  the  highest  Ward  mortality.  In 
Pear  Tree  Ward  there  were  only  3 deaths  from  this  disease.  Part 
of  the  body  affected:  Some  portion  of  the  Digestive  System  was 
affected  in  64  of  the  cases  (the  liver  being  affected  in  16  instances 
and  the  stomach  in  14,  whilst  other  parts  of  the  intestines  were 
affected  in  21).  The  Reproductive  and  associated  organs  were 
affected  in  55  of  the  cases,  the  womb  being  affected  in  20  cases, 
and  the  breast  in  15. 

Violence. — There  were  53  deaths  attributed  to  Violence  (includ- 
ing 5 suicides),  as  compared  with  67  in  1916.  Twelve  of  the  deaths 
from  Violence  were  due  to  burns  and  scalds,  and  12  due  to  drown- 
ing. Accidents  accounted  for  most  of  the  deaths  under  this  heading. 
All  the  cases  of  self-inflicted  death  occurred  in  persons  over  the 
age  of  25. 

Other  Diseases. — A summary  of  the  deaths  from  Heart  Disease, 
Alcoholism , and  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,  etc.,  is  given  in  Appendix  II. 
Of  the  99  deaths  due  to  Prematurity,  53  were  due  to  premature 
birth,  37  to  atrophy,  debility  and  marasmus,  and  9 to  congenital 
defects. 

Maternal  Mortality. — There  were  7 deaths  associated  with  preg- 
nancy and  parturition,  one  due  to  ante-partum  haemorrhage,  one  to 
nephritis  and  uraemia,  one  to  placenta  praevia,  and  four  to  puer- 
peral fever. 

INQUESTS. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Borough  Coroner  (Mr.  Close)  that  the 
number  of  Inquests  held  by  him  during  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1917,  was  228,  being  made  up  of  128  held  on  males  and  100 
on  females.  There  were  no  unregistered  deaths  in  the  Borough. 
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Mortuary. — P.C.  Hayward  (Coroner’s  Officer)  informs  me  that 
the  number  of  dead  bodies  which  were  received  into  the  Mortuary 
during  1917  was  17,  and  that  four  post-mortem  examinations  were 
conducted  in  the  building  during  the  year. 

THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
1917  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Acts  was  3,536,  as  compared  with  1,306  in  the  previous 
year.  The  number  (3,536)  includes  2,789  cases  of  Measles,  a disease 
which  only  became  notifiable  on  1st  January,  1916.  In  addition, 
there  were  268  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  66  cases  of 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  notified  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regula- 
tions; also  141  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  267  cases  of  Varicella, 
and  124  cases  of  Mumps,  notified  by  school  teachers. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  under  the  Notification  Acts  and 
Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  (i.e.,  excluding  the  volun- 
tary notification  of  Varicella,  etc.)  was  therefore  3,870.

The  total  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  during  1917  was 

358,  of  which  number  4 were  subsequently  withdrawn  as  not  being 
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cases  of  this  disease.  More  than  half  of  the  total  354  (viz.,  229) 
were  cases  discovered  by  bacteriological  examination,  many  of  these 
were  “carriers”  with  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  was  therefore  less  prevalent  within  the  Borough 
during  1917  than  in  1916;  the  number  of  cases  (354)  is  a decrease 
of  83  compared  with  the  number  notified  in  1916  (437),  and  the 
number  of  deaths  (15)  is  11  less  than  the  number  of  fatal  cases  in 
1916. 

Included  in  the  354  cases  are  (a)  127  cases  notified  by  medical 
men  in  the  town  on  clinical  symptoms  only;  ( b ) 164  cases  notified 
on  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  swabs  of 
suspicious  cases  of  throat  illness  and  of  cases  with  nasal  discharge; 
and  (c)  63  cases  discovered  in  school  or  in  the  homes  of  the  people, 
chiefly  the  “close  contacts”  of  notified  cases.  The  number  of  cases 
discovered  by  bacteriological  examinations  is  an  increase  of  57  in 
the  number  in  1916.

Schools  Attended  by  the  Fatal  Cases. — Nine  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  not  attending  school,  the  remainder  (6)  attended  school  as 
follows: — Brighton  Road,  Christ  Church,  Kedleston  Road,  St. 
James’  Road,  St.  Paul’s,  and  the  Special  School,  1 each. 

Antitoxin. — Eight  of  the  fatal  cases  were  treated  at  the  Borough 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  7 treated  at  home.  One  of  these 
cases  was  also  suffering  from  Measles.  In  6 cases  no  antitoxin  was 
administered,  in  9 cases  there  was  no  record  of  its  administration, 
but  all  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  receive  full  doses 
on  admission. 

Infected  Households. — The  354  cases  occurred  in  265  households, 
including  6 Institutions.  In  38  households  there  were  2 cases  each, 
in  8 instances  3 cases  each,  and  in  2 houses  5 cases  each. 

Second  Attacks. — In  five  instances  the  cases  had  suffered  from 
Diphtheria  previously. 
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Previous  Cases  in  Household. — In  67  instances  previous  cases  of 
Diphtheria  had  occurred  within  periods  of  1 month  to  3 years,  viz.  : 
Fifty-two  at  a period  of  1 month  previously,  four  at  2 months,  four 
3 months,  one  4 months,  two  6 months,  one  9 months,  one  1 year, 
one  2 years,  and  one  3 years. 

Occupation. — 255  of  the  354  cases  were  school  children  (i.e., 
72%);  46  were  either  children  below  school  age  or  children  not 
attending  school.  Among  the  remaining  53  cases  (35  females  and 
18  males)  there  was  no  special  indication  that  any  particular  occu- 
pation was  a factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Sixteen  of  the 
adult  females  were  engaged  in  domestic  duties  and  5 in  the  nursing 
profession. 

Nuisances. — The  Visiting  Inspectors  reported  nuisances  in  8 
houses ; burst  water-pipe  4 cases,  dirty  house,  offensive  odour,  defec- 
tive roof,  and  sash-cord  broken,  1 case  each.  As  far  as  possible  the 
sanitary  defects  mentioned  above  were  remedied.

School  Notification — 32  cases  of  sore  throat  were  notified  by  the 
school  teachers  during  1917 ; each  of  these  was  visited  by  a Medical 
Member  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  a swabbing 
taken  of  the  throat  in  most  instances;  14  cases  of  Diphheria  were 
also  reported  by  the  School  Authorities  in  1917. 

Antitoxin. — Antitoxin  was  supplied  gratuitously,  as  in  previous 
years,  to  the  medical  men  practising  in  Derby.  355  phials,  each 
containing  2,000  units,  were  supplied  in  Derby  in  1917,  in  addition 
to  4 phials  of  concentrated  antitoxin  (2  each  of  4,000  and  8,000 
units).

Two  of  the  9 cases  notified  were  admitted  to  the  Borough  Isola- 
tion Hospital  from  Long  Eaton,  and  had  already  been  notified  to 
this  Authority.  Another  case  was  admitted  to  the  Derby  Royal 
Infirmary  fiom  Matlock  Bath;  there  were,  therefore,  6 cases  arising 
within  the  Borough  during  the  year.  In  3 of  the  6 cases  the  blood 
was  examined  with  positive  results,  but  one  of  these  patients  was 
a soldier  who  had  been  previously  inoculated.  This  latter  case 
(fatal)  was  at  first  considered  to  be  one  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  but 
examination  of  the  spinal  fluid  gave  a negative  result.  The  clinical 
signs  were  of  a cerebral  type  and  the  nature  of  the  illness  was  con- 
sidered to  be  doubtful. 
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Blood  Examinations — 21  blood  specimens  were  examined  for 
Widal’s  reaction;  17  of  these  were  negative  and  4 positive. 

Monthly  Incidence  as  follows: — January  1,  February  0,  March

Four  of  the  cases  died  in  1917,  while  two  died  early  in  1918. 
One  case  notified  as  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  died  two  months 
later  and  the  cause  of  death  was  stated  to  be  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis. This  case  is  not  included  in  the  six  deaths. 

A medical  man  was  present  at  the  parturition  in  four  instances, 
a midwife  attended  in  four  cases,  while  three  cases  were  attended 
by  both  midwife  and  doctor ; in  three  cases  neither  doctor  nor  mid- 
wife was  present  when  the  foetus  was  born.  In  one  instance  (fatal) 
the  jratient  was  delivered  of  a still-born  child  (5 — 6 months)  by  a 
woman  lodger. 
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Duration  of  Pregnancy. — This  was  full  time  in  8 of  the  cases. 
In  the  case  of  the  remaining  six  the  duration  of  pregnancy  was 
respectively  2 months  (1  case),  3 months  (three  cases),  and  5 — 6 
months  (one  case),  doubtful  (one  case). 


Parity. — Three  of  the  14  patients  were  prima-parse,  two  were 
2-para,  one  3-para,  two  5-para,  one  6-para,  one  8-para,  two  10-para, 
one  11 -para,  and  one  13-para.

In  one  instance  an  air-raid  warning  was  stated  to  have  induced 
abortion,  which  was  followed  by  septicaemia. 

One  patient  (a  primipara)  of  35  years  was  said  to  be  ill  and 
very  drowsy  during  labour  and  afterwards.  This  case  was  fatal. 

One  patient  was  a notified  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  In 
one  case  gonococci  were  found  in  the  vaginal  discharge.

Institutional,  &c.,  Treatment. — 26  of  the  babies  were  treated  at 
the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  22  were  treated  at  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  chiefly  as  out-patients  at  each  hospital ; 3 were  treated  at 
the  Nightingale  Nursing  Institution,  while  2 were  admitted  to 
isolation  wards  of  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  28 
babies  were  treated  at  home  by  private  practitioners.  No  treat- 
ment by  medical  men  was  given  in  5 cases,  home  treatment  by 
boracic  lotion  being  used. 

Results. — Seven  of  the  babies  died  before  the  end  of  1917. 
Enquiries  early  in  1918  as  to  the  condition  of  the  eyes  of  the 
remainder  resulted  in  the  report  that  the  condition  of  the  eyes  was 
quite  satisfactory  with  one  exception.  This  latter  (a  gonorrhceal 
case)  was  under  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  final 
result  was  doubtful,  although  hopeful.

Age. — The  youngest  case  was  5 months,  and  the  oldest  14  years. 
The  youngest  case  recovered  completely. 
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Bacteriological  Examinations. — In  all  the  four  cases  the  diag- 
nosis was  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination  of  the  cerebro- 
spinal fluid.  Thirteen  specimens  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  of 
suspected  cases  and  41  swabbings  of  the  throats  of  contacts  of  the 
cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  were  examined  at  the  Derbyshire 
County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  during  the  year.

Measles  became  epidemic  in  Derby  early  in  the  year,  and  was 
most  prevalent  in  the  second  quarter.  The  quarterly  incidence  is 
shewn  in  Table  Y.  (page  18).  The  highest  total  in  one  month  was 
841  in  May,  and  the  highest  total  in  one  week  was  302  in  the  week 
ending  June  9th.  Of  the  2,789  cases  of  Measles  and  German 
Measles -notified  in  Derby  during  1917 —

Sex. — The  sexes  were  equally  affected,  there  being  1,398  males 
with  26  deaths,  and  1,391  females  with  29  deaths. 

Schools. — 1,506  of  the  cases  notified  (53-9%)  were  school  chil- 
dren, most  of  them  attending  the  public  elementary  schools  in  the 
town,  while  six  of  the  children  attended  schools  situated  outside  the 
borough,  and  61  children  attended  private  schools.  All  the  public 
elementary  schools  in  Derby  were  affected.  No  school  was  closed 
on  account  of  Measles. 

Arrangements  for  Nursing  and  Institutional  Treatment. -At  the 

end  of  1916  endeavours  were  made  to  arrange  for  the  nursing  of 
Measles  cases  by  the  nurses  of  the  Derby  Nursing  Institution,  but 
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without  success.  An  additional  health  visitor  was  temporarily 
appointed  early  in  the  year  1917  in  order  to  devote  nursing  atten- 
tion to  special  cases  of  the  disease.  The  home  nursing  of  56  severe 
cases  was  very  well  carried  out  by  Nurse  Wildsmith  (health  visitor), 
while  very  valuable  assistance  was  given  by  the  two  school  nurses. 
166  cases  were  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Exposure  of  Measles  Patient  in  Public.— Prosecution  of  a rela- 
tive of  case  No.  866  was  ordered  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  for 
allowing  child  to  be  exposed  in  the  public  street  whilst  suffering 
from  Measles.  The  relative  was  ordered  to  pay  5/-  towards  the 
costs  of  the  case.

HOSPITAL  FOR  INFFXTIOUS  DISEASES.. 


The  Hospital  has  been  in  full  use  throughout  the  year  and,  as  in 
recent  years,  the  accommodation  has  often  been  inadequate,  the 
additional  accommodation  most  needed  being  (a)  wards  for  Enteric 
Fever  cases,  ( b ) accommodation  for  convalescent  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  ( c ) bathrooms  and  additional  sanitary  con- 
veniences for  the  isolation  wards  and  cubicles. 

The  management  of  the  Institution  has  again  been  carried  out 
with  great  ability  by  the  Matron  (Miss  Mitchell). 

The  Nursing  Staff  numbers  (in  addition  to  the  Matron)  23 
(including  8 allocated  to  the  Sanatorium),  and  the  Domestic  Staff 
totals  18  (including  4 Sanatorium  maids).  Four  probationer 
nurses  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  completing  their  training, 
and  obtained  certificates;  while  six  nurses  were  successful  in 
obtaining  certificates  of  the  Fever  Nurses  Association.  Two 
nurses  contracted  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  suffered  from  Diphtheria 
during  the  year.

Thirty-four  cases  were  admitted  with  mixed  infections  (Varicella, 
Pertussis,  Scabies,  and  Ringworm).

Domiciliary  Treatment. — During  the  year  1917,  29  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  were  recommended  by  the  Insurance  Committee  for 
domiciliary  treatment,  of  which  number  four  patients  were  also 
recommended  for  ancillary  treatment  (extra  nourishment  in  the 
form  of  milk  and  eggs).  One  patient  who  had  previously  been 
granted  domiciliary  treatment  was  also  granted  ancillary  treatment 
during  the  year. 
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Shelters. — There  are  at  present  nine  shelters  owned  by  the 
Corporation  for  the  use  of  Tuberculous  patients,  four  of  which 
were  in  use  at  the  end  of  1917.

In  addition  to  the  above,  six  throat  swabs  from  Diphtheria 
patients  were  sent  to  Professor  Delepine’s  Laboratory  at  Man- 
chester for  examination  for  virulence.  One  of  these  was  found  to 
be  virulent ; the  others  were  non- virulent. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regu- 
lations 1916,  dated  July  12th,  1916,  the  Borough  Council  made 
arrangements  for  bacteriological  examinations  with  a view  of  help- 
ing in  the  diagnosis  of  Venereal  Diseases.  The  examinations  were 
carried  out,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  at- 
the  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory.  During  the  year  1917,  25 
specimens  were  examined  for  spirochetes,  25  specimens  examined 
for  gonococci,  and  149  blood  specimens  for  the  Wasserman  reaction. 
The  results  of  the  examinations  were  : — 

Examinations  for  spirochetes : 15  positive. 

Examinations  for  gonococci : 15  positive. 

Wasserman  tests : 49  positive,  95  negative,  and  5 doubtful. 

Some  of  the  negative  cases  were  originally  positive,  which  became 
negative  after  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  three  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  for  Wassermann  tests;  two  of 
these  gave  positive  results. 

Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  were  entered  into 
(jointly  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council)  with  the  Derby  and 
Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.  Arrangements  were  made  for  dealing 
with  these  cases  in  both  sexes  as  out-patients  and  in-patients.  A 
joint  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Infirmary  Authorities 
and  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  the  agreement 
did  not  come  into  operation  until  the  beginning  of  1918,  although 
a considerable  number  of  cases  of  this  class  of  disease  were  treated 
at  the  Infirmary  in  1917 ; also  20  cases  were  treated  by  Dr. 
Walker  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  supply  from  the  Derby 
Health  Office  of  Salvarsan,  Galyl,  Novarsenobillon,  &c.,  to  certain 
practitioners  in  the  town. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Derby  Health  Committee  had  under 
consideration  the  question  of  lectures  and  other  means  of  propa- 
ganda regarding  Venereal  Diseases.

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INSPECTION  OF  OUT-WORKERS  OR  HOME-WORKERS. 

Pursuant  to  Section  107  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  107  lists  of 
out-workers  have  been  received  from  the  various  firms  in  Derby. 
Of  the  out-workers,  279  were  engaged  in  net-mending,  197  in  alter- 
ing, making  or  finishing  wearing  apparel,  47  making  curtain  rings 
and  ball  fringing,  3 making  cardboard  boxes,  5 rqaking  stuffed  toys, 
and  8 making  surgical  bandages.  Fourteen  lists  have  been  received 
from  other  Councils  of  out-workers,  employed  by  firms  in  theis 
district,  who  reside  in  Derby,  and  31  lists  have  been  forwarded  to 
Councils  in  whose  districts  out-workers  employed  by  Derby  firms 
reside.  During  1917,  27  verbal  notices  and  13  official  notices  were 
served  with  regard  to  unwholesome  premises. 

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Midwives  Act,  49 
women,  who  were  registered  as  midwives,  gave  notice  of  their  in- 
tention to  practice  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough.  Four- 
teen of  these  were  women  who  were  admitted  to  the  roll  on  account 
of  their  having  been  in  bona-fide  practice  for  twelve  months  prior 
to  July  31st,  1902.  The  remainder  (35)  include  11  connected  with 
the  Royal  Nursing  Institution  and  8 members  of  the  Sanitary  staff; 
the  rest  (16)  being  the  certificated  women  practising  privately. 
One  of  the  “bona-fide”  midwives  retired  during  the  year,  and  her 
name  was  removed  from  the  roll  at  her  own  request. 

Seventy-six  notifications  of  still-births  were  received  and  most  of 
them  were  visited  by  women  inspectors. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  visits  were  paid  to  midwives  prac- 
tising outside  public  institutions. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  307  reports  were  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  stating  that  a midwife  had  to  send  for  medical  aid. 

-IP 

In  185  instances  help  was  sought  on  behalf  of  the  condition  of 
the  mother,  and  in  123  cases  for  the  baby.  Prolonged  labour  (41 
cases),  rfiptured  perineum  (38  cases),  malpresentation  (25  cases),  and 
haemorrhage,  ante-partum  or  post-partum  (15  cases)  were  the  chief 
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reasons  for  sending  for  a doctor  on  the  mother’s  behalf.  Ophthal- 
mia (43  cases),  premature  birth  and  feebleness  (41  cases),  and  mal- 
formations (13  cases)  were  the  principal  causes  in  the  case  of  the 
infant. 

Ninety-four  interviews  with  midwives  were  held  at  the  Health 
Office  for  various  reasons,  including  infringements  of  the  rules. 

Stillbirths. — The  number  reported  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  was  84,  viz.  : 15  by  medical  practitioners  and  69  by 
midwives.  According  to  the  returns  of  the  Derby  Cemeteries  there 
were  96  burials  during  the  year.

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  (Miss  Walls)  has  again  carried 
out  her  duties  with  zeal  and  ability. 

B.— NON-MUNICIPAL  WELFARE  CENTRES  (2). 

(I.) — The  Hostel,  FbLL  Street. — This  Institution  has  continued 
and  extended  its  work  during  the  year. 

{a)  Dinners.  Cheap  dinners  have  been  provided  on  week-days 
for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers. 
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(6)  The  Nursery  School . This  has  also  done  excellent  work  in 
1917.  The  numbers  have  steadily  increased,  and  131 
children  have  passed  through  the  school. 

(c)  Creche.  The  Creche  has  been  in  greater  request  during 
1917,  especially  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  year.  Early 
and  late  hours  and  night  work  for  mothers  have  made  it 
necessary  to  keep  the  babies  in  at  night,  and  as  many  as 
15  babies  have  been  sleeping  at  the  Hostel  at  one  time. 

(</)  Infant  Consultations.  These  have  been  held  on  Friday  in 
each  week  by  Dr.  Annie  Jackson.  Forty-nine  consulta- 
tions were  held  by  her  during  the  year. 

(e)  Addresses  to  the  Mothers.  Addresses  to  mothers  have  been 
given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  ailments  of 
pregnancy,  the  care  of  the  newly-born  infant,  etc. 

(II.) Welcome  at  the  Royal  Nuksing  Institution,  London 

Road. This  is  a new  Welcome  which  commenced  late  in  the  year, 

under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Pugh,  Lady  Superintendent  at  the 
Institution.  The  Welcome  began  on  December  10th  and  there 
were  46  mothers  and  babies  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year . 
The  attendance  averaged  about  17  per  week,  and  6 expectant 
mothers  have  attended.  Miss  Pugh  reports  : “We  are  only  work- 
ing in  a very  small  way,  still  we  have  many  encouraging  results.” 

This  new  Welcome  is  conveniently  situated  for  a population 
which  is  somewhat  remotely  situated  from  the  Corporation  Wel- 
comes and  from  the  Hostel. 

BABY  WEEK  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  EXHIBITION. 

Our  Maternal  and  Infant  Welfare  Educational  Campaign,  which 
has  now  been  carried  on  for  many  years  through  the  Health 
Department  and  its  health  visitors,  was  supplemented  in  1917  by 
the  National  Baby  Weed,  from  July  1st  to  7th,  and  by  a Mother- 
craft  Exhibition  held  from  October  21st  to  28th  inclusive.  The 
celebration  of  Baby  Week  in  Derby  consisted  of  a mass  meeting 
held  in  the  Market  Square  on  the  evening  of  July  1st,  addressed  by 
the  Right  Hon.  J.  H.  Thomas,  M.P.,  P.C.  This  meeting  was 
crowded,  and  the  audience  was  exceedingly  attentive  and  sympa- 
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thetic.  On  Tuesday  evening,  July  3rd,  a lantern  lecture  was  given 
by  Miss  Griffiths  on  “ The  House-fly  and  the  Baby,”  while  on 
Saturday  evening,  July  7th,  an  address  was  given  by  Sir  W.  J. 
Collins,  M.D.,  K.C.V.O.,  M.P./  in  the  Guildhall,  on  “The 
Hygiene  of  Infancy.”  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Councillor  H.  J. 
Bonas)  presided  at  all  these  meetings.  During  the  week  the  four 
Corporation  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes  were  thrown  open  to 
the  public,  and  the  Hostel  in  Full  Street  was  open  each  day,  an 
educational  exhibition  being  held  in  it,  with  addresses  and  explana- 
tions. 

The  Mothercraft  Exhibition,  held  at  the  end  of  October,  proved 
to  be  a very  great  success.  This  exhibition,  arranged  by  the 
Women’s  Imperial  Health  Association,  was  hired  for  a week,  and 
was  supplemented  by  local  exhibits  sent  by  the  school  authorities 
and  others.  There  was  a musical  programme  consisting  of  organ 
recitals  by  well-known  local  organists,  orchestral  selections  by  Miss 
Deeley’s  Ladies’  Orchestra,  also  old  folk  dances,  and  songs  by  the 
pupils  of  the  various  schools  in  the  town.  This  exhibition  had,  on 
most  afternoons,  crowded  attendances,  consisting  of  mothers  of 
every  rank,  and  of  the  older  girls  from  the  schools  in  the  town. 
The  lecturers  included  such  well-known  authorities  as  Miss  Margaret 
McMillan,  C.B.E.,  and  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard.  A detailed  programme 
is  given  in  Appendix  III. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Thirty-seven  carcases  of  beef  have  been  destroyed  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons: — 14  tuberculous,  4 black  quarter,  6 septicaemia  and 
difficult  parturition,  4 fevered  condition,  5 dropsy,  1 anthrax,  and 
3 injuries. 

There  have  also  been  destroyed  17  carcases  of  veal  and  13  bodies 
of  mutton. 

The  number  of  tuberculous  cattle  was  173,  a decrease  of  21  on  the 
previous  year:  133  were  cows,  26  heifers,  and  14  bullocks.

Forty-three  pigs  were  found  to  be  tuberculous,  and  four  whole 
carcases  were  destroyed,  only  the  head  and  neck  of  the  remainder 
being  condemned. 

Army  Slaughtering. — During  the  last  four  months  of  1917  the 
Army  Authorites  utilised  the  Derby  Public  Slaughter-houses  for 
slaughtering  cattle  for  the  troops.  Inspector  Hanson  was  deputed 
to  inspect  the  meat.  Considerably  over  1,000  animals  were 
slaughtered,  all  of  which  were  bullocks. 

Prosecutions. — Only  two  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the 
year  in  respect  of  unsound  food,  in  addition  to  one  for  using  an 
unlicenced  slaughter-house  (page  54. 1 . The  defence  set  up  against 
the  prosecution  for  having  in  possession  and  depositing  for  sale 
unsound  meat,  was  that  the  meat  had  only  been  on  the  premises 
for  a few  minutes  and  the  butcher  had  not  had  sufficient  time  and 
opportunity  to  examine  it.  This  defence  was  upheld  by  the  Magi- 
strates and  the  case  dismissed.

A circular  letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  January 
5th,  1917,  with  reference  to  “ Increase  of  Food  Supply  (Pig-Keep- 
ing)” followed  by  “ Regulation  contained  in  the  order  of  the 
Council  ” of  January  10th,  gave  the  Local  Authority  power  to 
grant  permission  to  keep  pigs  contrary  to  the  Bye-laws  in  certain 
circumstances.
